Kvery year the percentage of fe- 
male teachers employed in the com 
mon school* in Dovioii OOUOty in 
crea*es while the pereeatairc of males 
eorrCipoodiogly declines. Whai is 
true in Daviess is true in every coun- 
ty in Kentucky and what is true in 
Kentucky is true in every stale in 
the union. Various causes are as- 
signed for this change in the ratio 
of teachers as regards Some 
contend that the salaries paid teach- 
ers are so low that they ba»fl failed 
to attract the met. who .jiialified 
themselves for the teachers vocation, 
and they have Bought other pursuits 
in which the returns for tFieir servi- 
ces are more remunerative. This is 
no doubt true in many instances, be. 
cause the teachers of Kentucky have 
benn a poorly paid class. The mac 
with education sufficient to teach iu 
the schools has accomlished enough 
to better his financial condition in 
other fields, therefore he abandoned 
school work and left the training of 
the children of the country to the 
women. 

Woman has so well proved htr 
fitness for the training of youth 
that most of the states have ceased 
to limit her uscfu.ness along that 
line to the schoolroom, but hive 
made ber eligible to the office of 
couuty school superintendent. ic«M 
states have eveu made her eliglWe to 
the office of state superintendent of 
public instruction. and in Boil 
states she is allowed to serve on the 
board of education aad county 
boards of examiners.
